The propriety of that rule s well illus-
trated by the present cuse, tor unless it is applied
here, the proviso might, as repugnant to the
enacimmg clavse, be dezlared void, (85 Pennsyl-
vanis Law Journal, 601.)

I am, therefore, of the opinion that, under the
